Burma or 4 P. & G, Sreamnn.-The 
steamer Rome, belonging to the P. & 0. 
Company, has for some timo past been in 
the hands of Messrs Caird & Co., Greenock, 
for the purpose of being fengthened about 
30 fort by. the addition of a new bow. 
This work was successfully accomplished 
last week, and the vessel was towed to tho 
‘tidal basin, outside the James Watt Dovk, 
to reckiva her internal fittings. The work- 
men leit.off on Sept. 26 at-the usual hour, 
and a watchman remained in churge. 
Shortly after three o'clock next morning on 
alarm of fire was raised. On the arrival of

It would seem that afew weeks ago the 
underground work of the Ranb mine was 
within an ace of destruction, And probably 
the miniug lovels might have been all dea- 
troped by weight of water but for the very 
strenuous aad capable efforts of Mr Bibby 
and bis Australian eteff, The trouble was 
peculiar. The rock at Raub contains sul- 
phur, aud by oxposure the aulphur bad 
been oxydised ond had caked ; and when 
a great rain storm soaked: the ground, and 
tho water filtered in streams into the mine, 
that water became a solution of sulpbur 
that affected the pumps. In three hours 
it-had eaten through a ew two-inch eteel 
rod; in a few. hours more the brasses 
wera going; and in fact the pumps 
yers in the greatest danger. Had 
they stopped, it is believed that under the 
water-pressure the sides of the levels would 
have been crushed in, and munths of work 
would hava been undono. Fortunately 
the Anstralian miners had enough resvurce 
to replace the steel piston by wood ; to 
ropluce the brasses in the same way; and, 
inn word, to keep the pumps going by 
makeshifts, Butit was a narrow thing ; 
and tha results show pratty clearly the dif- 
ference between oxpytienced and inexpe- 
rienced mining. The water has gone, and 
Be work at Raub goes on; but if Raub 
had been wanayed after the style of * the 
Goldfields of Siam’ there would have been 
a reference to England, and a long apd 
costly holiday.—Straits Times.

At firet 
the pawubroker's clerks aro astounded ob 
the demand, but the proprietor, recognising 
the value of the buttens, and knowing Li 
K‘wei's antecedents, lends the muney at

ANCESTOR-REVERENCE AND CHI. 
NESE MISSIONS. 


The portion of Archdescon Moule’s re- 
eent voluwe, ' New China and Old,’ which 
seems to have drawn the particular atten- 
tion of reviewers is his treatment of g0- 
called Ancestor Worship, os practised in 
China. This is a subject which, with all 
ita interest to seciologista and anth- 
ropologiats, is also of most practical con- 
sequence in ite bearing on the success of 
missionary enterprise, ‘It is perhaps not 
often wriliea about, but it seems to be the 
steadiest and most obnoxious obstacle to 
missionary work, That such sbould be the 
case involves that assumption that the 
popular Chinese attitade on the subject is 
in istent with the ecceptance uf Chris- 
tianity’; but this is doubted by some uf the 
lending Christian workers in China, and it 
may now be regarded as an vpen question. 
There are thus twa pointe involved: 1. Is 
the Chinese sentiment so deeply rooted as 
to bea practically insradicable and ever- 
present obstacle? 2. Is ordinary Christian- 
ity irreconcilable with this sentiment 4 

On the first pvint, there is pleaty of 

testimony. Archdeacon Moule’ himself 
says -— 
*Whon the Christian convort;rcfusos to 
join in the worship of the dead, that which 
may by called the great religious inetinct of 
the Chinese svul is wounded and scanda- 
Jis-d. It ecems to the non-Christian as 
unreasvnable and as immoral asit would be 
for children to refuse to juin the rest of the 
family circle in honouring and reverencing 
and loving their parents. The uncompro- 
mising dogma that ancestral worship is 
essentially and wholly idola rous is the 
great bar to the conversion of mauy in the 
literary class tu Christianity.’ 

In Dr Martin's * The Chinese,’ the fun. 
damental nature of this xentiment is mide 
very clour. He saya: ‘The doctrine of 
final piety, carried to the point of religious 
devution, extends a golden thread through 
all the ages, as the toundation of family 
ties and social] order.” To hanutir anecetors 
is religion, to neglect them the highest in- 
picty. The sentiment which produces the 
go-called ancestral worship is called by him 
*the central division, and as it were, the 
very heart of tho religion of China 5’ ‘an 
all provading and potent cult which moulis 
the social and spiritual life of every indivi- 
i dual in the Empire.’ It ia aaid to ‘exact a 
religions and moral influence beyond any 
‘other syatem of doctriavs hitherto known 
to the Chincse Empire. In respect to moral 
etlicney it would appear to be only second 
to that of faith in the prraence of an all- 
seeing deity.’ Its influence is hoorly 
exerted. The orthodox Chinese regards 
Mrtmself as living and acting in tho sight of 
his ancestors, “He -refers his eondact to 
their supposed judgment, and the eanfort of 
his dying hour is largely determin: d by the 
view he tukes of the kind of welcome he is 
likely to'receive when he meets the shades of 
hisforefathera, Thatthis sentiment isgene- 
rally proof against eradicatiun seems to be 
certain, The N.-C, Daily News atgribytes 
to this cause the fact that the number ‘of 
converts is comparatively amall, in view of 
the time, money, and Isbour spent in 
China. -If ancestor reverence (for 0, do 
not beliega in calling it ‘ worship’) were 
properly treated and assimilated, that 
journal believes that there would ba & 
thousand converta for every one suw.made. 
Dr. Martin's testimony ig oven more em. 
photic, . Millions of Ohineae, he amerts, on 
the brink of s Ohbriatian profession haye 
been hald back because the requnciatian 
of ancestor reverence wag required of them, 
" Baad the poliay of the Jesuits,’ of tolerat- 
ing the traditiongl rites, ‘ beon.followed, 
the adherents of the QOhurch of Rome 
might have been spared » ceotury of per- 
gecution, and it is probable that the religion 
of India might have teen supplanied by 

at of Europe; for nothing has ever arou- 
acd.such active opposition to Christianity 
as the discovery that it atands in irreconct-

There are also one or two superstitions 
outgrowths, such as 2 belief in the influence 
of the departed “ones over the furtunes of 
the living and in the luck which flows from 
the election of a fortunate burial-place. 
As to -the innér. sentiment itself, it has 
many influencea fer good. It has -kept 
alive the faith ina future life, Tt is one of 
the most powerful deterrents from. un- 
worthy conduct, It is the spring of the 
best ambitions. Arohdeacon Moule says :-— 

«These rites have exerciaed a very bone- 

ficial effect on China. ‘Thay have tended 
largely to consolidate and perpetuate the 
mation. They have kept up, in- a very 
mar: ed manner, the morality of the peoplo, 
and keep it up still; so that socially ond 
morally China presents a vory different 
aspect from all other non-Obristiom count- 
rise. , 
In viow of this, ie it not possible to find 
gome conimen ground for this powerful 
and noble aentiment and tho precop's at 
Christiavity? There can. hardly ba two 
answers. ‘Thore is in these practices of. the 
Chinese almost nothing which doas not 
find a modified connterpart in our own 
Christian system. Tho tablets kept in tho 
house, . tho visita to the family cemetery, 
the renewal of offerings at the tombs,—we 
need not look far'to find that we meintain 
equivalent customs. To interfera with 6 
family burinl place is sacrilege in Europe. 
Memorial Day in America places flower 
offerings on soldiers’ graves as in the Mid- 
ale Kingdom. How -many Englishmon 
to-day would permit the cotpas of a mem- 
ber of their family to be taken to the 
dissecting room? How many Ohristions 
would bave the courage to say that they do 
nut believe that the departed ones aro 
watching our doings from another sphere? 
Prostration before the tablets, as has been 
remarked, is nothing significant in a coun- 
try where children are required to kaeel 
tefore their living parents. What-ie per- 
hapa really inconsisvent with. Obristianity 
is the goomancy and tho invocation of the 
departed’s help. But these, Dr Martin de- 
clarea, are excresceuces, not of the essence 
of the system, and can be pruned off. The 
simplest ideas of science would dispel the 
one, and the other is aurely a harmless be- 
lief which halpless homanity may be left to 
cherish till it finds mora light, Archdea- 
con Moale’s opinion is to the same effect. 
‘Why,’ he asks, ‘be intolorant to those 
elements in ancestral worship which are 
not necessarily idolatrous or superstitions ? 
At ite peril indeed will the Church condone 
either idolatry or superstition! But st its 
peril again will the Church close a door 
which is not fest shut by the Bible, our one 
infallible guide! Does not the expression 
Ancestral Worship prejudge the whole 
question? Dues reverence, does even 
prostration, imply uevessarily divine 
worship and adoration? Is there no ia 
media by which, steoring between idolatry 
and reveronce, we may provide a Christian 
tite which shall ratain the good and purge 
out the evil of this system? Such a way 
there certainly must be, if Christianity is 
to accomplish in China whatin iteelf, as 
system of condnet, it ia fitted to achive.” 

We have adverted to the situation in 
China beeause we think that it has a lesson 
for ua in Japan. The situation here is 
similar in form, if pot in content. It nead 
not bo asserted that ancestor reverence ia to 
be the crux of Christian missions in Japan. 
But there are certainty obstacles that call 
for circumspect action and earnest dolibern- 
tion. Take as the first example that comes 
tv mind, the belief in tho fox-power for 
geod and for evil. There is perhaps no 
nation more persistent and more common, 
and. it is one of the lyat to ke left behind by 
Japanese converts. But how unwise to 
make its abandonment a necessary cou- 
dition of Obristinn mombership, a condi- 
tion which no one thinks of stipulating for 
in Western sovivties, where charch-mem- 
bers as well ag others aro unable to givo 
up a fear of Friday’ ill-omens or the mis- 
fortunes of sult-spilliog. ‘Take, again, the 
reverence voluntarily offered and officially 
required for His Majesty the Emperor. Is 
it wise to insist on the strict interprotation 
which sees blasphemy in making obeisance 
before the portrait or the sign-manual of 
the ‘Gon of Heaven?’ The practice may 
sometimes be enforced without judgment, 
but thers is fio doubt that it is supported 
by popular opinion, and that it is founded 
on a nalionnl sentiment, a genuine phase 
of Yamato-damashii. In short, there are 
puints not a few, both in specifie doc- 
trines of Christian denominations and in 
poaitiva traits of Japanese character, which 
are Likely to prove obstacles in the 
courae of foreign religions propagandism 
iu this: country, The. only escape from 
the dilemmas which must result will lie 
in realizing that Christianity must be 
adapted to the churastur of the people. 
Historically Christianity: is nothing. if not 
national. “Whenaver-it haa been auccessfal 
it has modified itaclf to suit the geuius of 
the country,—not voluntarily, but of neces- 
sity. Russia, Italy, and England are to- 
dey known as Christian countries, but ‘the 
typo in each is.a different one, following 
the peca'iarities of the race. The lesson of 
history is that where thero is a choice, | 
national charactor p-edisposes to a certain 
type of religion and therefore of Chris- 
tianity. It is impossible to force a Western. 
type in its integrity upon the Japanese 
nation. Thia people most say for them- 
selves what they will have, Thoy must 
choose the congenial elements, and we 
cannot hinder them from discarding doct- 
riues or preserving social and mental traits 
according to their national instincts. 

Some will think; no doubt, that this im- 
plies the disagreeable conclusion that Obris- 
tina truth is not absolute truth, but is rela- 
tiva only. But must we come to Japan to 
learn this? - What of the scores of sects to- 
day oxiating in Protestant Obristendom 1 Is 
it not-clearly brought home to us that oot 
all ao-called essentials oan be essential, acd 
‘thet either.one. form of religion alone must 

be right.or that all-are partly xight’?. We 
prefer to believe the latter; and, if this be 
so, the’ sime bas come for realizing. that 
Japan must add itself to tha list of history’s 
examples, and must'bo allowed to make its 
Lown expression of the truths of religion a5 
it seca them, hat phases will commond 
themeelvea it ia of conrse impossible to say, 
What will ba discarded, or modified in the 
wey of doctrine, ceremonisl,. organization, 
and. conduct, ecatnot now be predicted.—
